Two Yoor* of -Coliege Work Demand- 
od, Doan Forton Announce*; Lin- 
coln Cited Aa Juetification. 

“BeglnnlBg September 1, 1923, all 
candidatei for degrees In the Law 
iSohool must complete one year of aca- 
demic work and after September 1, 
192B, two years of college work for ad- 
miBSlon," Merton L. Feraon, Dean of 
the Law School, announced last week. 

The case method of Instruction, now 
In vogue at George Washington Uni- 
versity Law School presupposes a more 
thorough preparatory training than 
1 b necessary in schools, still using the 
lecture and text methods. That the 
“case method" calls for a power of 
comprehertsion and reasoning far 
greater than is necessary in a school 
where^Hhe sources of law are predi- 
gested and dogmatically expounded, is 
the opinion of John Townsend, Secre- 
tary of the Law School. 

A study of legal education was re- 
cently made by a committee of emi- 
nent lawyers representing the Ameri- 
can Bar’^ Association. The chairman 
of this committee was Hon. Elihu 
Root. After giving the matter of en- 
trance requirements careful thought. 
That committee recommended that

Trustees Give G. W. Graduate, Profes- 
sor and Department Head Task 
Resigned by Collier. 

The appointment of Dean HowaiH 
L. Hodgkins as president pro tern of 
George Washington University was an- 
nounced by the Board of Trustees at 
their last meeting, Qctober l2. 

As a student at George Washington 
President Hodgkins won many medals 
and prizes for proftc.ieney In Anglo- 
Saxon, Greek, Latin, Metaphysics, par- 
liamentary Public Speaking, and 

Debate. He graduated with the first 
class from Central High School in 
1878. In 1883 he received his A. B. 
and A. M. degrees from Columbia Col- I 
lege and his doctor of philosophy de- 
gree ip 1^89 2. 

I He was tutor in mathematics in Co- 
I lunrbian College from 1882 to 1884 and 
aasisiaui professor is mathematics 
from 1884 to 1887. F^ora that year 
until 1905 he acted as professor in 
mathematics In the Corcoran Scientific 
School (now. G. W. U. College of. En- 
gineering). He WR 3 dean of Corcoran 
Scientific School from 1897 to J903 and 
has been dean of tKe College Engi- 
neering of Georee Washington Univer- 
sity 8ince,.1906. In 1 dll he resigned as 
head of. the Physics Department on ac- 
count of tlje pressure of other work. 
He became dean-of the Department of 
Arts and Sciences in 1913; In Febru- 
ary. 192.1' the Truatees of the Univcr*, 
sity conferred uppn' President Hodg- 
kins their highest honorary degree, 
that oi doctor of science. . 

President Hodgkins isi a member of 
Phi Kappa Psi and Sigma Tau fra- 
ternities... a fellow of the American 
Association for the Adva.ncement of 
■Science, a member of the Ameiidan 
Mathematical Society. American Phys- 
ical Society, the Society' for Promotion 
of Engineering KdiiclDion, ihe Wash- 
ington Academy of Science, .the Wash- 
ington Philosophical Society, the 
Washington Society of Engineers, and 
the Cosmos Club.

school which requires, among other 
things, two years of college work for 
admission. The recommendation was 
adopted by the American BAT Associa- 
tion and so represents a concensus of 
opinion in the profession at large. 

The change in the admission i*e- 
quirements was proposed by a unani- 
mous vote of the Law faculty and 
heartily approved by the Trustees of 
the University. 

The following is au extract from the 
statement made public by Secretary 
Townsend last week: 

“This new step has been taken by 
the University with a feeling of a.ssur- 
ance that 111 this way it can render a 
greater service to the public and its 
students. From the public the demand 
is for better trained lawyers rather 
than for a larger number; from the in- 
dividual student the demand is for a 
training such as is essential to success 
in a-crowded and scholarly profession. 
There are exceptional men without 
college training who are capable of 
studying law and succeeding in its 
practice, but there is no satisfactory 
criterion by which to identify them in 
advance and rules for admission must 
be framed with the interest of the 
greatest number in mind. 

“There are numerous instances of 
men who have succeeded in the legal 
profession without either college or 
law school education, but it should be 
noted that they are men who came to 
the bar in an earlier generation w’hen 
a man with college education was ex- 
ceptional. Abraham Lincoln is often 
held up as a lawyer of the highest type 
who never attended college or a law 
school; but even Lincoln keenly rec- 
ognized the advantage such training 
gave. 

“The Law School will be filled to ca- 
pacity this year. Registration has not 
yet finally closed, and it is estimated 
that the entire enrollment this year 
j will be in excess of 1,000. The new 
j entrance requirhment will tend to 
j keep down the size of the school and 
I ai the same time improve the caliber 
I of the student body.”
